Penitent i.:rv For Life. 


A dispatch from Little Falls, where 
Randall, the boy who murdered Aug . 
Zeig ler at F t Ripley last fall, is be­ 
ing tried, say s that W. W. Erwin, of 
St. Paul, came thereon Monday nig ht 
to defend y oung Randall, charg ed 
with the murder *>i Aug ust Zeig ler, 
but the boy ’s friends being unable to 
raise the money to pay Erwin, it was 
y esterday arraug « >1 to allow the boy 
to pleat! g uilty to murder in tin* 
eh he did. 
He is 
ag e. and will be 
prison for life, 
dead Oct. 2. 
He 
was a German, and for four y ears had 
lived alone on an island in theMis-is- 
sippi river, a little more than a mile 
below Ft. Ripley . 
In a farming neig hborhood on the 
west side of the river were two boy s, 
John Stunner and Frank Randall, both 
16 y ears of ag e. They were associates 
and were both familiar with firearms. 
The two boy s were arrested, charg ed 
with the murder, when Sumner weak- 
ed aud confessed that Randall shot 
the man. Sumner’s story was as fol­ 
lows: 
“Frank Randall had asked me at 
different times to help him kill Zeig ­ 
ler for his money . On Tuesday after­ 
noon, Oct. 2, I went over to Frank 
Randall's home about 3 o'clock, and 
he wanted me to g o with him and kill 
Zeig ler. About ti o’clock I started 
with Randall to hunt his cows, and 
we both had rifles with us. 
When we 
g ot to the Mississippi river, near the 
northwest corner of Davis’ field, we 
saw Zeig ler rowing up the river in his 
boat. 
Frank callcni to him say ing he 
wanted to cross the river. Zeig ler 
turned his boat toward the shore, and 
Frank said he was g oing to kill him. 
I said: “Let's run.” As the boat 
struck tho shore Frank shot, and Zeig ­ 
ler fell forward, all but one leg and 
the foot of the other log falling out 
of the boat. 
When he was shot he 
said: ‘Oh, my God! Oh. my God V 
“Frank went down to the boat and 
pulled the Isx ly partiv into the boat 
and sent the boat adrift. 
He said he 
would have pulled the body clear in 
if it hadn’t lK>en so heavy . 
Frank 
then started to run and came back 
and took me by th» * hand and we both 
ran. 
We stopped near a pine tree 
and Frank wi|M*« l out his g un. Tho 
g un Frank shot Zeig ler with was a 
45-90 Winchester. 
We then went to 
Frank's home and he put up the g un 
He then went v.p to the old fort and 
g ot his cows. 
When Zeig ler came to 
the shore with his boat the front of 
the boat was pointed toward Randall, 
and Zeig ler's back was toward the 
front of his boat. 
I looked away from 
Zeig ler and toward Randall just as 
Randall shot. When my ey es left 
Zeig ler ho was sitting in the boat 
with his back toward Randall and his 
hands on the oars. 
It was after sun­ 
set when Zeig ler was shot. 
Randall 
has told me since the shooting that 
there were four or five more people 
that he wanted to kill. 
We have 
talked tog ether about the shooting 
since Oct. 
' 
The body of Zeig ler was found in a 
jam of log s in the middle of the river 
about a mile below where the shooting 
was done. The bullet had fractured 
the fourth and fifth ribs, tom the 
lower end of the heart in shreds, cut 
a hole in the stomach and passed 
throug h the spleen and throug h one 
of the kidney s.

Clark’s Fork of the Missouri about 15 
miles, and then up what is known as 
tne Rocky Fork of Clark's Fork for 
alx rnt 40 miles to the new coal fields. 
3Ir. Relf has taken a mineral claim 
of 160 acres, and ha» no doubt but 
that he will eventually realize a for­ 
tune out of it.

day s after the discovery of coal.

Relf broug ht some specimens of coal 
taken from his claim which he g ot 
three feet from the surface, and which 
he say s is superior by 50 per cent, to 
any Illinois or Pennsy lvania soft coal.

The Pioneer Press of » Sunday con­ 
tains the following concerning the at­ 
tempt to establish a co-operative farm 
in this county . 
It was a couple of y ears ag o that 
the public heard something about the 
co-operative farming scheme which 
was being pushed by the Knig hts of 
Labor, or rather under their auspices. 
Some land in Crow Wing county was 
secured, and thoug h the energ y of 
Mr. Rankin of 3Imnenpolis something 
of a start was made. Mr. Rankin was 
ag ent 
of 
the 
association 
which 
boug ht the land, and it was mainly 
throug h his energ etic efforts that any ­ 
thing was done. He, with his family 
and several others. w*ent up to the 
farm and spent two ex tremely hard 
winters. 
But now he has returned 
anti the co-operative scheme lang uish­ 
es. There were several reasons for 
the failure. 
It is interesting to know 
that Mr. Rankin still considers the 
undertaking to be a perfectly practi­ 
cable one. 
He thinks that with 
proper manag ement such an enter­ 
prise could be made the means of 
subsistence and happiness for a g reat 
many people who are now living in 
the cities in want and misery 
Mr. Rankin’s notions are not of the 
visionary sort. He does not leok for­ 
ward to an ideal community by anv 
means. 
Mr. Rankin 
“views with 
alarm” the rapid increase of the city 
populations at the ex pense of the 
country . The spectacle of London 
increasing its population at the rat© 
of 100,000 people a y ear, ho say s, is 
one of the most fearful and melan­ 
choly thing s in modern times. 
Now, 
the practical point is rig ht here: 
There are thousands and thousands 
of people who are actually suffering 
in the city , whereas they could live 
well on a very small income in the 
country .

irobabilities are that the trains will 
eave both ends of the line at about 
nine in the morning, the one from 
Ashland reaching here at about noon 
and the one from Brainerd about two 
in the afternoon.—Duluth Herald. 


Legislative Notes. 


The town of Mooresville seeks to 
have tho legislature legalize their 
organization, which is claim ed by 
some to be defective. 


A bill has been introduced in the 
legislature by Hon. R. C. Dunn to 
amend the laws in respect to real 
estate mortgagee, doing away with 
the taxation of tile same. 
The bill 
will undoubtedly become a law as it 
should. 


Senator Kellar, of Stearns county, 
does not want a law passed making 
drunkenness a crime. 
H e thinks that 
it will work a hardship to men over 
sixty years old who desire to preserve 
themselves in wine. 
The bill pro­ 
posed makes tho first two offenses 
punishable by fine or imprisonment, 
and imprisonment without discretion 
for the third. 
The measure is in­ 
tended to make drunkenness disre­ 
putable, and is a practical temperance 
measure of the broad gauge style. 


It is hardly probable that the inter­ 
est bill, which has passed the house, 
will have as good luck in the senate, 
and for the good of the state it is cer­ 
tainly to be hoped that the bill will 
be killed. 
Many members in the 
house voted for the measure in order 
to go on record, when their better 
judgment told them that if carried 
into effect the law would work untold 
hardship to farmers in the northern 
and western portion of the state. 
In 
fact, one senator claims that four 
members of the house whose vote was 
in the affirmative have asked him to 
vote no when it comes up, and kill it 
if jiossibK__________________ 


N. P, Laud Forfeiture. 
A dispatch from W ashington an­ 
nounces the following: 
The con ferees on the Northern 
Pacific and other laud forfeitures 
came to a final agreement this mom 
iiig practically on the senate proposi­ 
tion which is simply for lanos along 
the unbuilt road. 
It makes the 
Northern Pacific forfeitures about 2,- 
000,000 acres. 
This is nothing more than justice, 
but had the feeling in the house pre­ 
vailed the N. P . company would have 
been unjustly deprived of land that 
in equity, if not law, they are fairly 
entitled to, and we have no doubt 
that the house recognized the in­ 
justice of its position or it would not 
have receded from the stand it had 
taken. 
We hope this will forever 
settle the land grant question.

pared him for his final rest. 
Grand 
Chancellor M. M. Bellisario, of the 
Grand Lodge of Florida, has, in every 
instance, read the simple, yet impres­ 
sive, burial service, which forms part 
of the ritual, and, with his brother 
Knights, followed to the cemetery the 
remains of their dead brother, there 
to rest for all time. 
Every Knight of 
Pythias in this city, who has died 
during this epidemic, has been buried 
with all the honors of Pythian knight­ 
hood. 
At the commencement of the 
epidemic (forseeing what m ight hap­ 
pen), Judge Bellisario hired a house 
near his own residence and fitted it up 
exclusively for the use of the organi­ 
zation. 
Nothing was admitted that 
could secure the comfort of its future 
occupants, and nothing was left un­ 
done that m ight tend to promote their 
recovery. 
Nor has a single day pass­ 
ed, since the epidemic began to rage, 
rhat Judge Bellisario has not been 
there in person to see that all orders 
.vere promptly carried out. 
Every 
brother K night will ever remember 
tho fidelity shown by their chief exe­ 
cutive state officer. 
Besides these 
kind and fraternal actions another 
very important point must not be for­ 
gotten. 
In each and every instance 
the families of Sir K nights who have 
died during this epidemic have been 
most carefully looked after and pro­ 
vided with all they needed to make 
them comfortable. 
So long as the 
brother lived every thing was done 
for him and his family that could have 
been desired, and at his death his 
family was at once under the care and 
protection of the K night of Pythias, 
aud by that Order they have been 
well cared for and protected. 


N lh and Wisconsin Central Consoli­ 
dation. 


The Minneapali8 Tribune of Sun­ 
day contains the following concern­ 
ing the proposed consolidation of the 
Northern 
Pacific 
and 
Wisconsin 
Central roads. 
Reports concerning 
: such action on the part of the com­ 
panies have been published from time 
to time, but have never been con­ 
firmed by those in authority, con­ 
sequently these reports have been 
considered as sim ply the vaporings 
of over zealous correspondents. 
But 
it seems to us that where there is so 
mach smoke there m ast be a fire, 
and we would not be surprised if the 
report published below should be 
true: 
It is now conceded among many 
railroad men that t he consolidation 
of the Northern Pacific and Wiscon­ 
sin Central railways is un assured 
fact. 
The date set for the assumption 
of the Central lint' by tin Northern 
Pacific is March 15, and the Tribune 
is informed by reliable, though not 
official, authority that many of the 
minor details have been arranged. 
The re-lettering of car- and engines 
at the Central shop- at Stevens Point 
with the Northern Pacific trade mark 
has been going on some time. 
It is 
claimed that no changes will be made 
iu the train forces of either line, 
though additional trains may be put 
on should the business require it. 
Pullman sleepers will be run through 
from Chicago to the Pacific coast and 
the Pullman company will also put 
on a second class «Uioy»er service. 
The round trip for a sleeper is to be 
15 days, equalling the long rim on 
the southwestern lines. 
The new 
passenger station in < ’hicago will not 
be completed in season to begin the 
Northern Pacific through business, 
but the heavy immigrant traffic that 
has already begun can I m* handled 
directly through from Chicago with 
out stopping for changes and lay­ 
overs at the Twin Cities.

Penitenti.irv For Life. 


A dispatch from Little Falls, where 
Randall, the boy who murdered A ug. 
Zeigler at FL Ripley last fall, is be­ 
ing tried, says that W. W. Erwin, of 
St. Paul, came thereon Monday night 
to defend young Randall, charged 
with the murder *>t Angust Zeigler, 
but the boy’s friends being unable to 
raise the money to pay Erwin, it was 
yesterday arranged to allow the t>oy 
to plead guilty to murder in the 
second degrt*e. \vl 
h he did. 
He is 
but 17 years oi eye. and will bt? 
sentenced to sta: * prison for life. 
Zeigler was shot dead Get. 2. 
He 
was a German, aud for four years had 
lived alone on an island in the M issis­ 
sippi river, a little more than a mile 
below Ft. Ripley. 
In a farming neighborhood on the 
west side of the river were two boys, 
John Sumner and Frank Randall, both 
16 years of age. 
They were associates 
and were both familiar with firearms. 
The two boys were arrested, charged 
with the murder, when Sumner weak- 
ed and confessed that Randall shot 
the man. 
Sumner’s story was as fol­ 
lows: 
“Frank Randall had asked me at 
different tim es to help him kill Zeig­ 
ler for his money. 
On Tuesday after­ 
noon, Oct. % I went over to Frank 
Randall's home about 3 o’clock, and 
he wanted me to go with him and kill 
Zeigler. 
About 6 o’clock I started 
with Randall to hunt his cows, and 
we both had rifles with us. 
When we 
got to the Mississippi river, near the 
northwest corner of Davis’ field, we 
saw Zeigler rowing up the river in his 
boat. 
Frank called to him saying he 
wanted to cross the river. 
Zeigler 
turned his boat toward the shore, and 
Frank said he was going to kill him. 
I said: 
“Let's run.” 
As the boat 
struck the shore Frank shot, and Zeig­ 
ler fell forward, all but one leg and 
the foot of the other leg falling out 
of the boat. 
When he was shot he 
said: 
‘Oh, my G od! 
Oh. my God V 
“Frank went down to the boat and 
palled the body partiv into the boat 
and sent the boat adrift. 
He said he 
would have pulled the body clear in 
if it hadn’t been so heavy. 
Frank 
then started to run and came back 
and took me by the hand and we both 
ran. 
We stopped near a pine tree 
and Frank wiped out his gun. 
The 
gun Frank shot Zeigler with was a 
45-1K) Winchester. 
We then went to 
Frank’s homo and he put up the gun. 
He then went up to the old fort and 
got his cow's. 
When Zeigler came to 
the shore with his boat the front of 
the boat was pointed toward Randall, 
and Zeigler's back was toward the 
front of his boat. 
I looked away from 
Zeigler and toward Randall just as 
Randall shot. 
When my eyes left 
Zeigler he was sitting in the boat 
with his back toward Randall and his 
hands on the oars. 
It was after sun­ 
set when Zeigler was shot. 
Randall 
has told me since the shooting that 
there were four or five more people 
that he wanted to kill. 
W e have 
talked together about tho shooting 
since Oct. 2.” 
The body of Zeigler was found in a 
jam of logs iii the middle of the river 
about a mile below where the shooting 
was done. 
The bullet had fractured 
the fourth and fifth ribs, tora the 
lower end of the heart in shreds, cut 
a hole in the stomach and passed 
through the spleen and through one 
of the kidneys.

The following item appeared in a 
Toronto paper of a recent date, and 
it is unnecessary for us to say that 
the whole thing is a canardk simply 
the creation of a diseased m ind: 
W hite E arth, Minn., Feb. 22.— 
News from a creditable source has 
reached here that a few days ago, in 
the sparsely settled country around 
Aitkin, two white children, returning 
to their homes from school late in the 
afternoon, were attacked and com­ 
pletely devoured by wolves, a few 
scattered bones and shreds of cloth­ 
ing being all remaining in horrible 
testimony of the children’s fate.

America Be Referred for 


A m erican s?” 
Brooklyn, N. Y., March 3.—Dr. Talmage 
preached in the Brooklyn Tabernacle this 
morning on the subject, “Shall America Pe 
Reserved for Americans?” 
Text, Acts xvii. 20: 
“And hath made of one 
blood all nations.” Tliut is, if for some reason 
general phlebotomy were ordered, and stand­ 
ing in a row were an American, un English­ 
man, a Scotchman, and an 
Irishman, a 
Frenchman, a German, a Norwegian, an 
Icelander, a Spaniard, an Italian, a Russian, 
and representatives of all other nationalities 
bared tlnir right ann and a lancet werestruek 
into it, tlie blood let out would have the 
same characteristics, for it would be red, com­ 
plex, Shrine, globulins, chlorine.and contain­ 
ing sulphuric aeid, potassium, phosphate of 
m agnesia, and so on, and Harvey and Sir 
Astley I o o per and Richardson an Zimmerman 
aud Brown Ht;quani. and all the scientific 
doctors,allopathic, homeopathic, hydropath­ 
ic, nm! eidetic, would aglet* with Paul as, 


tassels. Beside* that, after peril ap* a cen-J continent, a wall of head* and heart* 
tory or tw o more, when this continent is 
quite well occupied, the tides of immigration 
will turn the other way.

A Brainerd Man in I-nck. 
County Surveyor Relf, who has 
been in Montana for several weeks 
past, returned to this city the Utter 
part of last week, and is very en­ 
thusiastic over the future prospects 
of that country. Mr. Relf has been 
in what is known as the Rocky Forks 
country, where coal has recently been 
discovered in vast quantities. 
The 
N. P. company is now building a 
branch line into this section which 
will be completed this summer. 
The 
branch leaves the main line 15 miles 
west of Billings, Montana, runs up 
Clark's Fork of the Missouri about 15 
miles, and then up what is known as 
tne Rocky Fork of Clark's Fork for 
about 40 miles to the new coal fields. 
Mr. Relf has taken a mineral claim 
of 160 acres, and has no doubt but 
that he will eventually realize a for­ 
tune out of it. He says that every 
acre of land was taken within a few 
days after the discovery of coal. 
Mr. 
Relf brought some specimen* of coal 
taken from his claim which he got 
three feet from the surface, aud which 
he says is superior by 50 per cent, to 
any Illinois or Pennsylvania soft coal. 
The coal on Mr. Relfe claim is 7 feet 
in depth. 
Mr. Relf is highly elated 
over his prospects there and will re­ 
turn next week to take steps to open 
and develop his claim, eastern capita­ 
lists having offered all necessary 
money for an interest in his claim. 


Anent the Co-Operative Farm. 
The Pioneer Press of Sunday con­ 
tains the following concerning the at­ 
tempt to establish a co-operative farm 
in this county. 
It was a couple of years ago that 
the public heard something about the 
co-operative farming scheme which 
was being pushed by the Knights of 
Labor, or rather under their auspices. 
Some land in Crow Wing county was 
secured, and though the energy of 
Mr. Rankin of Minneapolis something 
of a start was made. Mr. Rankin was 
agent 
of 
the 
association 
which 
bought the land, and it was mainly 
through his energetic efforts that any­ 
thing was done. He, with his family 
and several others, went up to the 
farm and spent two extremely hard 
winters. But now he has returned 
and the co-operative scheme languish­ 
es. There were several reasons for 
the failure. It is interesting to know 
that Mr. Rankin still considers the 
undertaking to be a perfectly practi­ 
cable one. 
He thinks that with 
proper management such an enter­ 
prise could be made the means of 
subsistance and happiness for a great 
many people who are now living in 
the cities in want and misery. 
Mr. Rankin’s notions are not of the 
visionary sort. He does not leok for­ 
ward to an ideal community by any 
means. 
Mr. Rankin “views with 
alarm” the rapid increase of the city 
populations at the expense of the 
country. The spectacle of London 
increasing its population at the rate 
of 100,000 people a year, he says, is 
one of the most fearful and melan­ 
choly things in modern times. Now, 
the practical point is right here: 
There are thousands and thousands 
of people who are actually suffering 
in the city, whereas they could live 
well on a very small income in tire 
country. “Why, I know, positively, 
that a family can get along with three 
or four acres of beans in the country 
a good deal better than a large mass 
of people get along rn the city,” as­ 
serted Air. Rankin. But the question 
is, how can they get established? 
According to Mr. Rankin a co-opera­ 
tive farm would give them the op-
